Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the Applicant asserted that water is not a buffer medium because a 
buffer is something which can control/maintain a pH level of a solution. On the other hand, Mechanic-'475 discloses a 
buffer medium has a pH level from 6.8 to 8.6 and water having a pH level of about 7, which is well within the pH range 
of a buffer as specified by Mechanic-'475. Notice that when an acidic substance is added to a solution, the pH level of 
the solution will decrease, but if one pour water into the solution, water will increase the pH level of the solution. 
Therefore, it is reasonable for one of ordianry skill in the art to consider water as a buffer medium. 
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
